Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendments to claims 12, 15, and 25 provide new limitations to the independent claims that 
require further consideration and/or search. The other proposed amendments merely are grammatical corrections that do not alone 
place the claims in condition for allowance.. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner maintains that Newfield does teach 
wood. Examiner has reviewed the hatching chart in section 608.2 of the MPEP and the hatching of Newfield for carrier element #9 is 
clearly wood and not metal per Newfield Fig. 4 and the ruff edges illustrated in Fig. 1 1 4 and 3. Furthermore, even though Pomerantz 
teaches wood fiber based material it still meets applicant's broad limitation of wood since Pomerantz has some element of wood in it. 
Examiner maintains that Pomerantz, Newfield, and Valiulis are analogous art since they all regard supports/racks. One of ordinary skill 
would look to the teachings of all of these references for the teachings of racks that carry multiple items secured in an individual fashion. 
They all solve the same problem of the displaying, carrying and supporting a series of items collectively, but individually connected. The 
strip of Valiulis is flexible since the strip and fingers are the same material and the fingers are clearly flexible to receive the item. 
Examiner would like to see the claim limitations contain more of the structural features such as applicant's Fig. 1 element #9 and #4 
presented clearly in the independent claims and their structural relationship to element #7. 
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
